The budget, which must be 
approved by the committee and 
by the board before it becomes 
effective, shows an increase of 
$3,397,150 over estimated expen- 
ditures of $21,281,400 during the 
current fiscal year, 

Salary rises totaling $3,209,824 
make up the bulk of the increase, 
including $2,487,150 in rises for 
present teachers and salaries for 
70 new teachers to be added to 
the staff in 1952-53. 

Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, secretary 
and treasurer of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, told the Finance *Commit- 
tee that, figuring on the basis of 
present funds and estimated in- 
come for the coming school year, 
he could certify the board’s abil- 
ity to meet the budget set forth 
by Hickey. : 

Recommendations for appro- 
priation for each department are 
as follows: Instruction, $16,244,- 
100, an increase of $2,643,228: 
- Building, $4,700,000, increase of 

$622,518; Supplies and lunch- 
rooms, $2,121,825, increase of 
$77,550; Finance, $1,426,500, an 
‘increase of $35,512; Auditing, 
$139,325, an increase of $15,940, 
and Law, $10,800, an increase of 
$2400. 

Hickey said 95.2 per cent of the 
appropriation increase is for in- 
creased salaries, while the re- 
maining 4.8 per cent is for other 
expense. Nonteaching personnel 
were given riSes in proportion to 
increases suggested for instruc- 
tors. 

“The salary increases for teach- 
ers were calculated to bring their 
salaries up to the national aver- 
age for cities the size of St. 
Louis,” Hickey said.

“None of the avowed presidential can- 
didates” says a recent report of the 
N.A.A.C.P. political institute of six 
Southern states, “has demonstrated any 
genuine concern for civil rights.” Is 
this not astounding? Do-the votes of 

en Dixiecrats count more than 
the welfare of many of Dixie’s citizens? 

If a man essays to become the Presi- 
dent. of the United States, had he not 
better start demonstrating genuine con- 
cern for civil rights pretty soon? How 
can he hope to catch the ear of the 
world’s teeming millions for the benefits 
of a democratic way of life, #f he does 
not say that he will see to it that all 
Americans will share them? 


In spite of President Truman’s down- 
right genius for making boners, he has 
stood before the whole world for the dig- 
nity of man. And while the scandals 
in public life have handed the people 
the perfect excuse to “throw the rascals 
qut,” we must remember that the un- 
sung majority of civil servants who do 
the enormous work of our Government 
with high integrity are by no means 
rascals. 


Also, we must find a leader who is at 
least the equal of President Truman in 
policies that show genuine concern for 
human beings, whether in tragic Korea, 
in shattered Europe, in starving India, 
or for the dispossessed of the earth or 
the deprived of America.

4] \- There is a severe shortage: of electric power 


in the Pacific Northwest, has been for several 
years, and will be at least through next year 
despite all the new production that can be 
brought in. The severity of the shortage has been 
attested by the Defense Electric Power Admin- 
istration >and by Dr. Paul Raver, Bonneville 
Power Administrator. It is a retarding factor on 
the normal growth of the region and seriously 
jeopardizes the nation’s defense program, par- 
ticularly in the production of aluminum. 

In the face of these needs, the Idaho Power 
Co. wants to make a minimum development for 
power on the Snake. It proposes to build five 
low dams which would, altogether, possess a ca- 
pacity of 487,000 kilowatts. ° 

» a o 

The Bureau of Reclamation and its Bonne- 
ville Pgwer Administration, which administers 
(among others) the power plants at Bonneville 


-and Grand Coulee dams on the Columbia river, 


want to build a high dam on that same part of 
the Snake. The high dam would have an in- 
stalled capacity of 688,000 kilowatts, some 40 
per cent more than the Idaho Power Co. would 
install at its proposed five dams. But this 40 
per cent is only part of the story. 


Idaho Power’s five low dams would function 
by themselves. The Reclamation Bureau’s one 
high dam would function as part of a system, 
regulating the flow of the Snake| yiver at two 
other dams of the Bonneville Power Administra- 
tion farther downstream, and at six other dams 
to be built by the Government on the Snake or 
the Columbia river, into which the Snake flows. 


This regulation would increase the power ca- 
pacity of these eight dams by 742,000 kilowatts— 
an increment earned for working together in- 
stead of separately. This earned increment would 
amount to half as much again as the Idaho 
Power Co. proposes to install at its projected 
five low dams. ° 

‘ € * + 

So the total contribution of the one ‘high 
dam which Reclamation proposes to build, plus 
its enhancement of other power plants down- 
stream, would be 1,430,000 kilowatts, or almost 
a million :kilowatts more than Idaho Power 
would contribute. Some notion of the immensity 
of the power resource that is at stake here may 
be gained by a comparison. The world’s largest 
generating plant, at Grand Coulee dam, has an 
installed capacity of 1,600,000 kilowatts. 


The Snake river controversy is part of a na- 
tionwide effort on the part of a number of pri- 
vately-owned utilities to destroy the unity of 
Government power systems by picking some key 
project right in the middle and trying to take it 
over. President Truman denounced the Snake 
river tactics recently as a “grab.” Similar 
tactics are being used by the Virginia Electric & 
Power Co. on the Roanoke river in Virginia and 
North Carolina, and by the Pacific Gas & Elec- 
tric Co. in the Central Valley of California—in 
both instances, unfortunately, with the blessing 
of a confused Federal Power Commission. 


In none of these instances is the issue a simple 
one of private vs. public power. All are issues of 
minimum versus maximum use of the resource 
of water power, with the privately owned utili- 
ties invariably on the side of the minimum. 
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Russell vs. Kefauver 

Senator Russell’s acknowledged abilities make 
all the more regrettable the type of campaign he 
is conducting in the Florida presidential prefer- 
ence primary against Senator Kefauver.

Nobody could object very much to Senator 
Russell’s being opposed to an FEPC law. But in- 
stead of stating his case against the proposition, 
he resorts to the old trick of tagging it as ‘‘So- 
cialistic and Communistic.” The principle of 
FEPC, as he must know, is about as Communistic 
as the Bill of Rights. 

Worse yet, Senator Russell tries to link his 
Tennessee. opponent with FEPC by describing. 
Senator Kefauver as a “partner in a left-wing 
legislative axis.” The reasoning is that because 
Kefauver sometimes votes with Senators Doug- 
las and Humphrey, and because Douglas and 
Humphrey favor an FEPC, therefore Senator 
Kefauver favors FEPC. 

Senator Kefauver has made his position clear. 
He is opposed to federal enforcement of fair 
employment practices, believing that this is a 
field for action by the states. But there is one 
essential difference between him and Russell. 
He has said that if the Demoeratic party adopts 
a civil rights plank he will support it, whereas 
Senator Russell has said that he will not support 
party action with which he disagrees. ; 

Senator Russell would improve his standing in 
the country as a whole if he fought the Florida 
campaign on the real issue instead of creating 
artificial ones. 
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Farm Subsidies Intact 

The House has considered 10 budget bills so 
far, and has slashed eight of them below the 
sums recommended by its Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The two which escaped the knife were 
those financing rivers and harbors and flood con- 
trol work by the Army Engineers, and financing 
the Department of Agriculture with its various 
subsidies for farmers. 

The survival of the farm subsidies intact is 
especially remarkable in that one section of the 
farm lobby, that represented by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, had actually urged a 
reducton of $150,000,000 in the appropriation for 
soil conservation subsidies. The House let this 
item stand at $250,000,000, defeating a Republi- 
can move to reduce it by $50,000,000. 

Admittedly a problem was involved in cutting 
the soil conservation payments, since their level 
is largely controlled by advance contracts made 
with farmers. But if Congress felt itself com- 
mitted for the fiscal year 1953, it still could 
have reduced the authorizatiorf for conservation 
payments in future years. Only four years ago 
Congress was appropriating less for all soil con- 
servation functions, including the valuable work 
of the Soil Conservation Service, than it is now 
appropriating for subsidies under this program 
Alone. 

Originally soil conservation subsidies were a 
legal device for paying farmers to produce fewer 
crops. That was in the days of disastrously low 
farm income and burdensome surpluses. What is 
the case now for paying farmers to engage in 
practices which redound to their own benefit 


and increase crop production? The time is long .

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Eliminating Neighborhood Gangs 

Police Capt. James Chapman of St. Louis’ 
teeming Lucas Avenue District deserves a smart 
salute for the method he has chosen for dealing 
with three of the youthful gangs who roam his 
province. 

The simplest way of handling the problem 
would be to hound and harass each youth un- 
mercifully. The probable result of such an ap- 
proach would be a reformatory sentence or 
worse. But Capt. Chapman believes no boy is so 
vicious as to prefer gang fights to baseball. With 
the aid of Patrolman Anthony Joyce, a former 
professional ball player, he has organized a team 
composed of former Turks, Counts and Barracu- 
das, three rival gangs. Boys without gang affili- 
ations also are on the team. 

This is the sensible approach, the one offering 
the best hope of success in combating delinquen- 
cy within the district. It could help cut petty 
crime and keep the youths out from behind 
bars.

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Party Line onthe RFC 
The Senate vote on abolishing the RFC does 
not show that too many members considered the 
issue on its merits. In the end the bill to kill the 
big lending agency was sent back to committee 


’ by 39 votes to 36. The vote was almost on straight 


party lines... 

Of the 39 who were against killing the agency, 
34 were Democrats. The 36 who supported abo- 
lition included 33 Republicans. Only eight Sena- 
tors jumped the party fences. 

From this it appears that the Republicans 
tried to make a campaign issue of the RFC, 
while the Democrats fought the effort. Yet. par- 
tisan considerations should have nothing to do 
with government lending policy. 

If the RFC were abolished, many of its func- 
tions would have to be transferred somewhere 
else. The agency not only lends to business, par- 
ticularly small business, but makes many loans 
of a clearly public nature.

From all indications, not the least inter- 
esting part of what promises to be a year 
of almost unparalleled political maneuver- 
ing will be the role doctors and their allies 
will play im 1952’s electioneering. Both 
doctors:and their patients will want to give 
serious consideration to the implications 
of this new venture on the part of the 
health professions. 

Not a few physicians took offense at the 
position we adopted on the issue of com- 
pulsory health insurance a couple of years 
ago. 

As a matter of fact, we never commit- 
ted ourselves in favor of the Administra- 
tion’s proposal. What 
we did was to insist 
this proposal de- 
served serious study. 

We took sharp issue 
with the American 
Medical Association’s 
write-off of the plan 
as socialistic. We re- 
spect the opinions of 
those who oppose 
compulsory health 
insurance, so long as 
they stick to facts. 
This is still our posi- 
tion. 

The Modern Hos- 
pital, a monthly jour- 

nal published in Chicago, carried an ex- 
tremely interesting article by R. M. Cun- 
ningham Jr. in its December 1951 issue, 
on “Can Political Means Gain Professional 
Ends?” The article was based on a “con- 
fidential report that is being circulated 
among medical-society officials,” portray- 
ing the methods used by the healing arts 
professions in a congressional election in 
Pennsylvania and in the Dulles-Lehman 
senatorial election in New York in 1949. 


This report is said to be a “blueprint 
for political organization of the medical, 
nursing, and hospital professions in the 
1952 presidential campaign.” Dentists, 
druggists, and—though they used to be 
quacks to A.M.A.’s Morris Fishbein—osteo- 
paths and chiropractors also play their 
roles in this new effort to fight fire with 
fire, as the promoters of the plan say in 
justifying their political action. 

What are these new medico-political 
methods? Like the CIO-Political Action 
Committee, the doctors resort to letter 


writing (to their patients), to personal tele-_ 


phone calls, and even, themselves or 
through others, to door-to-door canvassing 
in favor of the right candidate, i.e., the one 
opposed to socialized medicine. They use 
visits to their offices by patients to ask the 
latter to vote right. They use.spot radio 
appeals as election day. nears. They also 
display political posters in their offices. 
The medico-political campaign in Penn- 
sylvania succeeded in electing Congress- 


_ 


man Saylor, an opponent of “socialized 
medicine,” by a plurality of 8488 “in an 
off-year election in which the vote cast 
was 99 per cent of the total in the last 
presidential election.”” No fewer than 20,- 
944 voters switched from the Democratic 
to the Republican column. 


In New York State the campaign failed 
—partly (it is hinted) because so many

New York City preferred Mr. Lehman. Still 
the state-wide campaign rolled up a very 
impressive total of ‘2,422,737 simple, clean- 

t messages the electorate could under- 
stand.” All this adds up to extremely 
formidable pressure-group tactics on the 
part of the “Healing Arts Professions.” 

Such political power, capitalizing on 
the implicit faith patients have in their 
doctors, carries heavy responsibilities. The 
health professions should maintain the 
highest standards of aecuracy in their po- 
litical campaigning. In some respects they 
have, in the past, fallen far short of accu- 
racy and even honesty: 

1. In one rh display, for exam- 
ple, the medico-politicians claimed that 
Britain’s public health program “has al- 
ready put Great Britain in virtual bank- 
ruptcy.” This is false: overseas trade defi- 
are the main cause of Britain’s trou- 

es. 

2. The parallel the doctors draw between 
Britain's “socialized medicine” and the Ad- 
ministration’s proposal conceals the essen- 
tial fact that Britain’s is in no real sense 
an insurance program to begin with. 

3. The American Medical Association’s 
claim that “socialized medicine” paved the 
way for the rise of Hitler in Germany is 
nonsense. 

4. The American Medical Association 
even invented a quotation from Lenin, to 
wit: “Socialized medicine is the keystone 
to the arch of the Socialist state.”’ After 
the Library of Congress could not locate 
this statement in Lenin’s voluminous 
works, Regeeneniative Andrew J. Biemiller 
(Dem.), Wisconsin, challenged the Ameri- 
can Medical Association to produce the 
citation. The latter admitted it could not, 
but continued to use this phony ammuni- 
tion. 

Last November, Dr. Paul R. Hawley, for- 
mer national director of both the Blue 
Cross and the Blue Shield voluntary health- 
insurance plans and now director of the 
American College of Surgeons, charged 
both sides in this controversy with being 
“emotional.” 7 

Doctors have every right to defend by 
political action’ what they conceive to be 
their professional interests. The means 
they adopt, however, should be honest and 
accurate. Otherwise the doctors will pro- 
pel us farther down the road to “pseudo- 
democracy,” while alarming us about the 
“communism” of state health insurance.

Between Book Ends 


The Nature of Happiness | 
ANOTHER KIND, by Anthony .West. Houghton- 
Mifflin, 351 pgs., $3.50.) 
Granville Hicks in The New York Times. 


In his second novel, Anthony West gives 
us a strange blending of implausible love 
story and unconvincing political allegory. 
We begin with the love story. Walter Jack- 
son, an architect, a married man with two 
children, is suddenly and overwhelmingly 
attracted by a girl he sees on a London 
bus. Shocked by the discovery that she is 
a prostitute, he leaves her but returns. The 


girl, Anne Horne, who has made a life | 


for herself as best she could after a sordid 
childhood, falls in love for the first time, 
and she and Walter go to live together in 
the country. After a variety of complica- 
tions, Walter’s wife joins them, and a rea- 
sonably successful mengge a trois is es- 
tablished.

As a description of the shape of things 
to come, this part of the book lacks politi- 
cal acumen as well as imaginative power, 
and all that can be said for it is that Mr. 
West is not primarily interested in politi- 
cal prophecy. What he is interested in is 
indicated by a long speech that a drunken 
reporter makes to Anne. 

“There are people like us who know 
about happiness, and want it, and are 
miserable about not having it, and there’s 
another kind. . . . They’ve given up the 
idea of our sort of happiness, that you get 
from inside yourgelf by loving, and being 
kind.” If, as one assumes, this is Mr. West's 
theme, the novel is not a successful devel- 
opment of it. The trouble is that he has 
let his talents run wild in such a variety 
of directions that neither the one kind nor 
the other can be clearly seen or long be- 
lieved in,

THE GOLDEN HAND, by Edith Simon, (G6. P. Put- 
nam's Sons, pgs., $4.) 

Miss Simon says of her story'that “after 
theme and subject of the book had devel- 
oped. . . .

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WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
Tennessee's 20-man delegation to 
. the Republican national conven- 
* tion in Chicago was completed 
yesterday ee it’s now official 
that all 20 votes will go to Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft of Ohio. — 

The Associated Press tabula- 
tion of delegate strength now 
gives Eisenhower 278 delegate 
votes, Taft 275. It takes a bare 
majority, 604, to be nominated at 
the convention opening July 7. 
The table—disputed by Taft back- 
ers who say the Senator is ahead 
-—is based on concessions, pledges, 
instructions and delegates’ avowed 

leanings. - 
__ But Taft had the lead in popu- 
lar ‘votes, Totals in both had been 
the other way around. 

Belated final returns from the 
Illinois April 8 primary put Taft 
in front in preferential balloting 
by a 46,326 margin. Votes in the 
eight state primaries now total: 
Taft 1,897,044, Eisenhower 1,850.- 
718. This did not count Demo- 
cratic votes written in for the 
two leading Republican contend- 
ers. 

Farley Criticizes Leadership. 

Meanwhile, James A. Farley is- 
sued a statement in New York 
in which the former party na- 
tional chairman criticized the 
Democrats’ leadership. 

He said: “Now is the time for 
the Democratic party to stand up 
and acknowledge it has been 
guilty of grave errors of commis- 
sion and omission: These mis- 
takes have not come through any 
weakness in party principles, but 
rather from weakness and vanity 
in the party’s leadership.” 

Farley praised the party’s “re-- 
ord of accomplishment” and ap- 
plauded Truman for “giving way 
to new and younger men.” He 
said the party needs a strong 
candiate, not “just another Demo- 
- erat,” to win the 1952 presiden- 
tial election. 

In Birmingham, Ala., however, 
Senator Robert Kerr of Oklahoma 
told a luncheon meeting that any 
Democrat seeking nomination 

“can beat any Republican.” He 
predicted that mone of these— 
including himself presumably— 
would go toghe Democratic nomi- 
nating convention with as many 
as one-fourth of the delegates 
pledged.

EARLY STUDY 1S URGED 
IN FOREIGN LANGUAGES 


|U.S. Commissioner in Speech 
Here Advocates Start Be 
Made in Grade Schools.

Teaching of foreign languages 
in grade school as well as high 
school and college was urged by 
Earl J. McGrath, United States 
Commissioner of Education, in an 
address today before the thirty- 
fifth annual convention of the 
Central States Modern Language 
Teachers Association at Hotel 
Statler. 

Pointing out that young chil- 
dren learn new languages easily 
and idiomatically and that an 
early start would permit a longer 
period for perfecting of the 
tongue in high school and college, 
McGrath said he would like to| 
see foreign Janguages offered in 
the fourth, fifth or at least the. 
sixth grade. 

“To be sure, the present offer- 
ings of the elementary school are | 
so demanding that educators are | 
hard pressed to find time for all | 
the activities that seem to be’ 
justificable,” he went on. 
“Nevertheless, the prime pur- 
pose of the school is to prepare 
the young for the life of their 
time. There is ample evidence 
that a speaking knowledge of a 
foreign language is becoming in- 
creasingly useful in nearly all oc- 
cupations and professions. 

“But quite apart from any prac- 
tical use which is made of the 
knowledge, and regardless of 
whether a high degree of skill is 
developed or maintained, foreign 
language study extends the hori- 
zon and fosters desirable attitudes 
toward other peoples—an out-

Two -world wars, the cold war, 
and the most aggravated cases of 
nationalism now raging, cannot 
swerve the Rev, Dr. Adolph Kel- 
ler from his course in pursuing 
Christian ‘world unity. 

He enlisted. in the cause of re- 
ligious brotherhood and peace in 
1898, when the Victorian world 
was serene and optimistic, To- 
day, vigorous and hopeful at 
eighty, Dr. Keller is making a 
speaking tour of the United 
States in the interests of the uni- 
versal church. He is a distin- 
guished Swiss theologian and 
writer. 

Dr. Keller spent several days 
in St. Louis this week and spoke 
before urch and seminary 
groups. He was interviewed at 
the home of an old friend, the 
Rev. Dr. Carl E. Sthneider, 129 
Bompert avenue, Webster Groves, 
where Dr. Keller was a house 
guest. An Eden Seminary — 
league of Prof. Schneider, e 
Rev. Dr. Elmer J. F. Arndt, sat 
in on the interview to translate 
some of Dr. Keller’s theological 
terms from German into English. 
Prof. Arndt recently visited Dr. 
Keller in Switzerland. 

Excellent English 

Dr. Keller speaks excellent 
English, says he learned it dur- 
ing a three-year stay in Egypt. 
But when he discusses theology 
or philosophy he falls into schol- 
arly German. When he _ was 
granted a half-hour audience with 
Pope Pius, the talk was in Ger- 
man. 

“T have lectured on the ecu- 
menical church in such far re- 
moved places as Edinburgh, Cairo, 
Athens and Los Angeles,” Dr. 
Keller said. 


friends, living and dead, a list as 
world-wide as the church of his 
dream.

“The divisions and differences 
in Christianity are not simply 
jealousies and rivalries,” he said. 
“Their causes must be sought 
much more in history. Our dif- 
ferences arise out of our tensions. 
We must have patience with each 
other. 

Ecumenical Movement. 


“The ecumenical movement ex- 
presses the humility of the church. 
The church is not now ecumenical 
in reality but in dialectic.” 

When the international Life and 
Work Council was established in 
1920 at Geneva, Dr. Keller was 
proposed for general secretary by 
Adolf Harnack, noted German 
theologian. 


“An European was wanted for 
general secretary,” Dr. Keller ex- 
plained. “There were tensions 
between Europe and America; be- 
tween your pragmatism and our 
historical approach, your optim- 
ism and our pessimism.” 

He discussed the current sharp 
differences among Christian 
churchmen over the relationship 
of time and history to the king- 
dom of God. “Time has become a 
new problem,” he said. “Does 
time ever become the kingdom of 
God? Does the kingdom of God 
make an eruption into time, or is 
it the end of time?”

T OUR house, it was a Sat- 
urday rite to make the Sun- 
day cake.

This cake is good 
enough to eat without any frost- 
ing if served while nice and fresh. 


It is also delicious with a butter 
icing flavored with lemon juice. 
Of course, the cake should not be 
spread with this until after it has 
been: cooled. This icing is also 
good with cupcakes made from 
the same batter. Only the tops 
should be spread. The crusty 
edges of these small cakes are 
partly responsible for their popu- 
larity. It is interesting to note 
how much texture has to do with 
our acceptance of food.
